Zeppelin Makes First Leg 


Of Arctic Exploration Cruise 


Big Dirigible Flies From Friedrichshafen to 
Berlin with 46 Persons Aboard, 
12 of Them Scientists. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 24.—The Graf 
Zeppelin arrived at Staaken Airport 
here this afternoon, completing the 
first short leg of its cruise into the 
Arctic. Dr. Hugo Eckener landed 
the ship at 6 p. m. He expects to 


take off for Leningrad at 4 a. m. 
tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press. 
FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany. 


July 24.—With fine weather and a 
big crowd of spectators, the dirigi- 
ble Graf Zeppelin took off for Ber- 
lin today on the first leg of its 
cruise to the Arctic. The take-off 
was made at 9:51 a. m., just 16 
minutes after the ship was taken 
out of the hangar. 

In a brief broadcast, Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, commander, said he re- 
gretted he was starting out at a 
time when Germany was in such 
dire distress, but he felt the flight 


would serve to increase confidence 
in the Fatherland. “So long as 
there is breath left in a German, 
science will never be neglected,” he 
said. 

He emphasized the point that the 
flight was of purely scientific na- 
ture and added that 75 per cent of 
the expenses would be borne by 
foreign associations and a newspa- 
per organization, and 25 per cent 
by stamp collectors. The Graf is 


taking along an enormous amount! 


of mail which will be exchanged in 
the Arctic with the Russian ice- 
breaker Maligin. The canceled 
stamps will be prized items. 

Aboard the dirigible were 46 
men, 12 of whom are Arctic ex- 
perts or scientists. There are 30 
members of the crew, three news- 
paper men and a Russian wireless 
operator named Krahnkel. 

Dr. <ckener’s captains who will 
assist in running the craft are 
Ernst Lehmann, Hans Flemming, 
Hans von Schiller, Anton Witteman 
and Max Pruss. 

The Graf ordinarily carries a 
crew of 41, but this time, in view 
of equipment requirements, only 3) 
could be carried. 

After an excursion over Lake 
Constance, the Graf passed over 
Friedrichshafen at 10:30 a. m. and 
pointed toward Berlin.

WASHINGTON, July 24.—A 
world wheat crop 260,000,000 to 
300,000,000 bushels less than last 
year ts forecast by the Agriculture 
Department in its latest summary 
of 1931 prospects, 

Surplus stocks of 
however, -may total 100,000,000 
bushels more than remained on 
hand July 1, 1930, in exporting 
countries. Supplies in importing 
nations are probably smaller, the 
department said. 

The Farm Board is considering 
the sale of some stabilization wheat 
in foreign countries. The board 
has advanced as well as received 
some offers, and would consider 
gales on a reasonable credit basis. 

The department said Russia was 
an uncertain factor in the world 
wheat situation, adding that its 
carryover from the large 1930 crop 
is probably larger than that from 
the previous season. Russian ex- 
ports, it said, might be more than 
last season because of the larger 
surplus at the beginning of the new 
crop year.

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‘GREWLESS WARSHIP 


Flashes Searchlight. 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN DIEGO, Cal., July 24.—An 


unmanned destroyer maneuvered 
at high speed off San Diego yes- 
terday and among other things 
made a 180 degree turn, described 
by naval officers as the most start- 
ling trick ever performed by a 


crewless ship. 
The ship was the U. 8. S. Stod- 


dert, a 195-foot vessel of 1500 tons. 
Everything from its whistle to its 
rudder was operated by radio from 
the bridge of the control ship, the 
destroyer Perry, wach followed in 
its wake. 

rN ETE Wo Boyd R 
Alexander, commander of the Stod- 
dert, and Lieutenant-Commander 
Earl H Quinlan, commander of the 
Perry, stood on the bridge of the 
latter craft watching the Stoddert. 
Alexander turned to a sailor stand- 
ing before a little box bearing eight 
keys, resembling those of a type- 
writer. 


“One hundred eighty degrees 
right,” Alexander said. 
“One hundred eighty degrees 


right, sir,” said the sailor tapping 
the keys. 

At the etheral command the 
Stoddert veered from the straight 
course it had maintained for miles 
and swung completely about with- 
out slackening speed. 

With a radio robot at her wheel 
the Stoddert moved out to open sea 
at six knots. The Perry followed. 
The speed of the Stoddert was step- 
ped up to 15, then 20 knots. She 
blew her whistle and blinked her 
great searchlight at radio com- 
mands. Then the order “full speed 
ahead” was given and she moved 
at 26 knots or about 30 miles an 
hour. The radio robot was doing 
the work of 60 men. 

For 17 miles the Perry followed 
its crewless leader. The Stoddert 
guided by mechanical hands and 
electrical nerves, left a wake of 
green water as straight as a string, 
while the. Perry, with an experi- 
enced seaman at her helm, made 
flat curves with her wake across 
the azure blue sea 200 yards be- 
hind. 

On the way back to San Clem- 
ente Island something snapped in 
the radio equipment. The Stoddert 
came to a stop automatically, 
turned off her steam, and whistled 
lustily for help. 

As the tests had been completed, 
her crew returned and within 40 
minutes she was under way again. 

‘The Stoddert was ordered de- 
commissioned recently and convert- 
ed into a target for battle practice. 
Airplanes using dummy bombs will 
attack her Monday.

Nolte Appears Before 
Board of Review to Pro- 
test Against Increasing 


Assessment on Approach. 


$60,000 ADVANCE 
| IS PROPOSED 


St. Louis Would Pay $120,- 
000'a Year on Valuation 
of $2,000,000, Twice 
Present Rate. 


Comptroller Nolte, chief fiscal 
officer of St. Louis, today went be- 
fore the St. Clair County Board of 
Review, meeting in East St. Louis 
City Hall, and protested against a 
proposed increase in the assess- 
ment of the Eastern portion of the 
Municipal (Free) Bridge, from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000. 

The City of St. Louis last year 
paid a tax of about $60,000 on the 
basis of the $1,000,000 assessment. 
The proposed doubling of the as- 
sessment will also double the tax, 
making it $120,000. | 
Nolte, in arguing the matter be- 
fore the Board of Review, said that 
since 1908, the total expenditures 


of St. Louis for construction and 
maintenance and other costs of the 
Free Bridge, including the taxes 


a month from the Terminal Asso- 
ciation for switching priveleges on 
the original west approach of the 
bridge in St. Louis. This arrange- 
ment has existed for several years. 

Says $1,000,000 Is Too High. 

Nolte and other city officials 
have protested repeatedly against 
the action of the St. Clair County 
assessment authorities in assessing 
the Free Bridge for taxation. When 
Henry W. Kiel was Mayor, an ef- 
fort was made to bring about a 
treaty between Missouri and IIli- 
nois, by action of the Legislatures 
of the two States, by which muni- 
cipally owned bridges, free to 
vehicles and pedestrians, would be 
tax-exempt. This effort was un- 
successful. 

The Comptroller today repeated 
the general objection to taxing of 
the bridge, before discussing the 
proposed advance of the assess- 
ment. 

“The City of St. Louis should not 

be required to pay any tax on the 
east end of the Free Bridge,” he 
said. “The bridge is a public fa- 
cility, which the people of the 
East Side use, and by which they 
benefit, as much as the people of 
St. Louis. 
“But if an assessment is to be 
levied, it should be not more than 
$900,000, on the basis of the 30 
per_cent valuation, which it is un- 
derstood is applied to other prop- 
erty in St. Clair County. The pres- 
ent assessment of $1,000,000 is too 
high, and $2,000,000 is out of all 
reason.”’ 

Nolte Explains Expenses. 
Nolte then cited his figures as 
to the expenditures of the City of 
St. Louis for the bridge. He said 
the total cost of construction had 
been $6,214,156, or not qnite one- 
half the total which the city has 
expended in the bridge enterprise. 
The members of the Board of 
Review, A. J. Throop, Frank Mc- 
Kane and Arthur L O'Leary, ques- 
tioned Nolte as to the city’s ar- 
rangements for opening the bridge 
to the use of the Terminal Asso- 
ciation, on payment of rentals, 
which the city is to apply to the 
leasing of Eads Bridge upper deck, 
to be opened as a free public high- 
way. Their view appeared to be 
that. the Municipal Bridge had be- 
come a revenue-producing enter- 
prise. Nolte explained that no 
rental would be received from the 
Terminal for a year or more, as 
the arrangement goes intg effect 
only when approaches, now unuer 
construction, are placed in use.

DURANT, OK., July 24.—Troops 
of the Oklahoma National Guard 
occupied a narrow martial-law zone 
today at the Denison-Durant Red 
River tolF bridge, under orders 
from Gov.

Thirty guardsmen under com- 
mand of Capt. Don Atkinson were 
transported to the zone, 1.7 miles 
long and 200 feet wide, by truck 
this niorning from Durant. Nearly 
300 guardsmen were held in readi- 
ness here for any emergency 
which might arise. 

Declaring that Federal Covrt ac- 
tion to force opening of the blocked 
roadway was “threatened” by the 
Red River Bridge Co., owner of the 
toll span, and that such action 
would be “an invasion of the rights 
of the sovereign State of Oklaho- 
ma,” Gov. Murray proclaimed mar. 


the span. He took actual command 
of the area at 9 p. m., using high- 
wavy guards already stationed there. 
while the guardsmen 
mobilized. 

Waving red bunting, the guards- 
men challenged all who approached 
the barred zone. Passes from Gen. 
Barrett were needed to enter the 
area. Headquarters were estab- 
lished in a red brick house over- 
looking the bridge. 

“T believe it will be a dull cam- 
paign,” said Barrett. He added it 
probably would be all over in a 
few days. “Persons living in the 
zone who must use the road will 
be allowed to pass but no one will 
cross the bridge,” Barrett said, 

Across the river, at the Texas 
end of a parallel free bridge or- 
dered opened last week by Gov. 
Murray, Texas Rangers under or- 
ders of Gov. Sterling are also 
guarding a blockade. Motorists are 
forced to detour. Even pedestrians 
are not permitted to cross since an 
argument with an Oklahoman oc- 
curred last night. 

The blockade was put up after 
free bridge barriers were torn down 
by Gov. Murray July 16. Gov. 


‘Sterling sent the Rangers to the 


Bridge because a Federal injunction 
obtained in Texas by the toll bridge 
owners restrains opening of the 
free span. 

“Some process, by court or other- 
wise,”” Gov. Murray said in his 
martial law order, “is threatened 
by the bridge owners to open ob- 
structions to the toll bridge.” 

“Difference in Court.” 

Commenting on the order, Gov. 
Murray said “it sometimes makes 
a difference in court when you are 
on the ground and in possession.” 
He directed Barrett to ‘‘maintain 
military control against all inter- 
ference whatsoever’ except by pres- 
idential order until future notice. 

When he ordered the Denison 
bridge opened, Gov. Murray includ- 
ed two other new free bridges into 
Texas. One at Terral, now is being 
used, while an incomplete road 
prevents traffic ‘over the third, at 
Gainesville. > 


Texas Legislature Passes Bill Aimed 
to End Dispute.

With the seven-Power conference 
out of the way, financial experts 
of the countries concerned with 
reparations have reconstituted 
themselves into a committee and 
assembled today at the Treasurv 
office to consider the effect of the 
Hoover moratorium on the Young 
plan. Sir Frederick Leith Ross is 
chairman of this group and Hugh 
S. Gibson, United States Ambassa- 
dor to Belgium, is sitting in as 
observer. 

Bruening and Curtius. who are 
convinced that more help is need- 
ed, have turned to the United 
States and have pinned their hope 
on Secretary of State Stimson, who 
agreed to go to Berlin, where it 
was hoped his presence would re- 
assure the German people that the 
wealthy American republic is in- 
terested in their fate, 

The oe statesmen counted 
on the friendly gesture of the Sec- 
retary of State to assist them in 
retaining the confidence of their 
country in eliminating any tendency 
toward panic dealing with the op- 
position of Nationalists and Com- 
munists who are dissatisfied with 
the results of the London confer- 
ence, 

Secretary Stimson departed for 
Berlin this evening to continue his 
conversations with Chancellor 
Bruening and Foreign Minister 
Curtius. A steamer will take him 
to Germany by way of Harwich 
and Hook of Holland. 

He said his visit had no more 
significance than a continuation of 
trips to the European capitals to 
become better acquainted with the 
heads of the various governments, 
but jn authoritative circles no at- 
tempt was made to conceal] the 
importance of this opportunity for 
first hand observations. 

Stimson will be in Germany two 
days, coming back here on Tues- 
day morning. 

It was learned authoritatively 
that the German statesmen are 
convinced loans to their nation can 
come only from private sources, 
American and otherwise. And they 
are convinced also that the word 
of Stimson would be of greatest 
importance to American financiers. 


Stimson to See Leaders. 
Stimson probably will be the 
dinner guest tomorrow night of 
American Ambassador Frederic M.

BERLIN, July 24.—Germany’s 


reaction to the results of the seven- 
power conference in London, judged 
by press comment, is disappoint- 
ment without violence. 

The moderate newspapers agree 
the help accorded the nation’s 
finances by the Powers is only a 


stop-gap. The official Hohenzol- 
lern organ—Der Aufrechte — de- 
clares, “Only the monarchy can 
save us,” and reports the former 
Kaiser is following developments 
“with passionate anxiety.” 

There is criticism of the Reichs- 
bank, and a call for the ousting of 
its president, Dr. Hans Luther. 

But even the opposition newspa- 
pers refrain from violent attacks on 
Chancellor Bruening for failing to 
leave London with a couple of bil- 
lions marks ,in his grip. 

Situation “Not Understood.” 

The Nationalist Boersen Zeitung, 
for instance, says the Chancellor 
undoubtedly did what he could in} 
his position as supplicant. 

“The tottering German house is 
for the present underpinned,” the 
paper says, and adds that the con- 
ference amounted to a small credi- 
ters’ meeting and that the leaders 
of the participating nations still 
seem unable to grasp the gravity of 
the world situation. The Boersen 
Zeitung expresses hope that reali- 
zation is dawning that reparations 
payments are the root of the 
world’s evils. 

The Lokalanzeiger remarks that 
Herr Bruening’s expression of satis- 
faction with the conference must 
have come from a wry mouth. 

Even the Nationalist Deutsche 
Tageszeitung, which considers the 
eonference disappointing, sees a 
clearance of the world situation 
which must be beneficial to Ger- 
many. 

The industrialist Deutsche Alige- 
meine Zeitung finds its chief satis- 
faction in Bruening’s side-stepping 
of French political demands. The 
paper says catastrophe still may be 
avoided, but every hour is precious. 

The Social Democratic Vorwaerts 
and the Democratic Morgenpost 
plead for the cultivation of a bet- 
ter understanding with France. 

Rate Increase Expected. 

Meanwhile the credit crisis has 
become so acute that some bank- 
ers are measuring the remaining 
margin of safety in hours. Reports 
that the Reichsbank would boost 
its discount rate to 25 per cent 
have been denied, but those in a 
position to know regarded it as 
certain that the present 10 per 
cent rate will be increased to 15 
per cent, which would be the high- 
est in the Reichsbank's history. 

The theory is that suchga high 
rate would force the money back 
into the Reichsbank, and at the 
same time a further reduction of 
the gold coverage to 30 per cent 
would permit issuance of additional 
Reichsbank notes to fill the gap 
ereated by hoarding of currency 
to meet obligations at the end of 
the month. 

In sOme quarters it is insisted 
that limited measures will not be 
enough and that the Reichsbank 
must issue enough currency to 
“tide the banks over, regardless of 
what happens to the gold coverage. 

“Return to Common Sensc.” 

The Prussian Finance Minister, 
Walther Schreiber, in a radio 
broadcast, said there were distinct 
signs of “a return to calm common 
sense.”’ 

Payments into banks, he assert- 
ed, were gradually increasing and 
hoarded money was flowing back 
into circulation. “The result of the 
London conference,” he _— said, 
“shows that we cannot reckon on 
overcoming our difficulties rapidly. 

“We can only hope the  with- 
drawals of short-term credits will, 
by arrangement, soon cease. ~The 
extension of the $100,000,000 re- 
discount credit to the Reichsbank 
until next November, will, it is ex- 
pected, help the Reichsbank to ac- 
cumulate gradually "a modest 
amount of foreign exchange out of 
our surplus export trade, now that 
the reparations drain has been 
stopped by the Hoover plan.” 

The Minister made no effort to 
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disguise his belief that German re- 
lief was facing fearful odds, but 
it could weather the storm, he 
said, if everybody pulled together. 
The Government and Reichsbank 
officials view with the greatest re- 
luctance any measures which 
would involve departure from the 
gold standard, and it is asserted the 
crisis now is not merely one of cur- 
rency, but one of capital. 

Hope for Aid From French. 
Inflation would provide money 
for internal needs, but Germany 
must have gold or its equivalent for 
import payments and other foreigr 
obligations, and, os one Cabinet 
spokesman said, “only France has 
the gold which can be brought 
quickly enough to save us.’ 

There is a general agreement 
that for the next few weeks Ger- 
many must clear away the obstacles 
in the way of an understanding 
with France, and the hope has been 
expressed that during the next six 
weeks the financial structure can 
be held together so the Austrian 
customs union might be dropped 
quietly, and further finencing of 
the new vest-pocket battleship 
could be quietly discontinued on 
the ground of economy. 

If that shuuld be done, by the 
time the next Franco-German loan 
parley begins, the outstanding 
points of friction would have dis- 
appeared. 


Paris Press Inclined to Approve 
London Conference Results.

PARIS, July 24. —Leading news: 


papers inclined today to approve 
the outcome of the seven-Power 


‘conference in London. 


“It is well understood that the 
London conferenve is only one 
stage,”” said Le Journal. “Let us 
agree first that this stage was ac- 
complished more easily than was 
expected. But it is fully admitted 
now that France will not let her- 
self be maneuvered and will not 
agree to bear expense which the 
English or the Americans cannot 
or do not want to undertake.”’ 

Le Matin declared that no Ger- 
man Government could undertake 
the financial re-establishment of 
Germany without guidance. “Ger- 
many,” the paper said, “would 
need to be closely advised by for- 
eign advisers of the character of 
S. Parker Gilbert.” 

Le Petit Parisien averred that 
Chancellor Bruening and Foreign 
Minister Curtius of Germany real- 
ized “that Premier Laval has ren- 
dered great service to Germany for 
without his action the conference 
would have been a failure.” 

The decision reached at London 
is not of capital importance but 
nevertheless it gives ground for 
satisfaction, Budget Minister Pietri 
told L’Echo de Paris on his ar- 
rival from London.

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FRANCO-GERMAN CONFIDENCE 
~ ISGREAT NEED, SAYS LAVAL 


There Can Be No Peace Without Harmony 
Between Two, He Says— 
Cheered in Paris. 


By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, July 24.—Premier Laval 
and the other French representa- 
tives who attended the seven-Power 
conference at London were greeted 
by cheering crowds when they 
reached the North Station this eve- 
ning. 

All the Cabinet members, except 
Aristide Briand, who cams over by 
an earlier boat, were at the station. 
The Premier is to report to the 
Cabinet tomorrow morning.

LONDON, July 24.—In a declar- 
ation defining the attitude he had 
adopted throughout tl: seen- 
Power conference, Premier Pierre 
Laval of France said there would 
be no peace in the world until con- 
fidence reigned between the 
French and German peoples. This 
confidence, he declared, had been 
brought considerably nearer as a 
result of the past three days of 
conversations. 

“I believe I have taken the prop- 
er course,” he s*id. “The gravity 
of the financial and economic 
crisis in Germany caused President 
Hoover to make his recent propo- 
sals. The interested lowers 
agreed to a year’s moratorium on 
reparations and France accepted it 
on ,the lines laid down at Paris 
with Secretary Mellon and Ambas- 
sador Edge of the United States. 

“The adoption of the Hoover 
proposal also settled temrorarily 
Germany’s budgetary difficulties 
until such time as the measures 
proposed by Chancellor Bruening 
take effect. 

Task Facing the French. 

“But during the past ‘ew weeks 
events served to show the sharp- 
ness of the cris's and its dangers. 
What could, and what ought, the 
French Government do? It ought 
at the same time to safeguard the 
interests of our country and to 
observe the obligations of inter- 
national solidarity. 

“We have avoided no single ¢on- 


versation. We participated in the 
London conference in spite of the 
risks to which it could expose us, 
If the negotiators at this confer- 
ence did not solve definitely the 
problem of the German crisis, they 
had the wisdom not to go outside 
the general outline for the discus- 
sion. which was laid down in ad- 
vance. 

“Will the measures which have 
been- adepted or recommended 
prove sufficient to withstand the 
evil? We must hope so. As to the 
remedies which will act more pro- 
foundly, they require precautions 
and preparations of a _ technical 
nature. That will be the task of 
the committee which will be ap- 
pointed by the World Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements. 


“These remedies demand, above 
everything else, an evolution of a 
political and moral nature. I ven- 
ture to say that the conversations 
between the French and German 
ministers are leading us to a pol- 
icy composed at the same time of 
prudence and boldness which will 
end in confident collaboration with 
Germany. 

Necessity of Harmony. 

“There can be no credits without 
confidence. There can be no con- 
fidence in the world until harmony 
reigns between our two great peo- 
ples. In that Hes safety. In that 
lies peace.

JEFFERSON CiTY, July 24.— 
Three convicts escaped from the 
Missouri penitentiary here last 
night by entering the main prison 
sewer, through a manhole, and 
crawling through the sewer about 
a quarter of a mile to its outlet in 


the Missouri River, near the prison. 
They sawed through a set of bars 
which had been installed in the 
sewer to prevent such escapes. 

The convicts were James Frank- 
lin, 50 years old, of Kansas City, 
serving a life term from Feb. 3 for 
murder; George Steele, 32, of Jas- 
per County, serving a seven-year 
sentence from last March 16, for 
burglary and larceny, and Martin 
Harmon, 31, of Platte City, serving 
a four-year sentence from iast 
March 25, for stealing chickens. 

Franklin, a second termer, had 
made two previous attempts to es- 
cape. He got away once, while 
working outside the prison as a 
trusty, but was recaptured. Later 
he made an attempt to escape from 
the prison hospital. Steele is a 
third term convict, having served 
prison sentences previously in Cali- 
fornia and Kentucky. Harmon had 
no previous prison record. 

They were missed late yesterday. 
afternoon when guards made the 
usual check of the cells to deter- 
mine if all the convicts were in 
their places. Guards made a search 
all night within the prison in the 
belief the three men were hiding, 
waiting for an opportunity to scale 
the walls. 

This morning the guards looked 
in the sewer and found the bars 
near the manhole had been 
sawed. They found other traces 
indicating the three men had es- 
caped through the, sewer. The 
sewer varies in diameter from 
about two feet to a diamieter of 
four feet near the outlet. 

The three men had been assigned 
to work on a new cold. storage 
building being erected within the 
prison. The manhole leading into 
the sewer is near the building site.

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INSECTS CHICKENS WITH WATER 
TO INCREASE THEIR WEIGHT 


Unscrupulous Poultry Dealer Ex- 
posed by Federal Agent and 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON. — Unscrupulous 
poultry dealers have been known 
to feed chickens sand and gravel 
to increase their weight, but here’s 
anew one: An agent of the Federal 
Food and Drug Administration 
visited a wholesale poultry house 
and found dressed chickens were 
receiving hypodermic injections of 
water. 

A hose terminating in a hollow 
needle was used. Each bird re- 
ceived several ounces of water, 
which was gradually absorbed. 
This increased the weight and 
made the scrawny birds look 
plumper. Though Federal agents 
could not interfere, since the 
chickens were not shipped inter- 
state, State officials seized the 
profit-making hose and fined the 
dealer.

den, that the hospital is acutely 
in need of an addition to care 
for a waiting list which has stead- 
ily increased to a present average 
of 300. Callahan and «other 
spokesmen for the veterans esti- 
mate that accommodations for 500 
patients are required to give ade- 
quate service to the 100,000 vet- 
erans in the Eastern Missouri and 
adjacent Illinois region. 

But it has been pointed out that 
the 25 acres in question, a part of 
the Jefferson Barracks reserva- 
tion now used for recreation joint- 
ly by patients, members of -the 
hospital staff and officers of the 
army post, is low ground and less 
suitable for hospital purposes than 
land now in the hospital’s posses- 
sion along the bluffs. Callahan 
said he thought an excellent site 
might be found on hospital prop- 
erty without the additional ground. 

“On more than one occasion,” 
wrote Secretary Hurley, “the War 
Department has received requests 
from the Administrator of Veter- 
ans’ Affairs relative to the releas- 
ing of certain land at Jefferson 
Barracks, to be used for the erec- 
tion of an addition to the hospital 
at that place. After mature con- 
sideration, and in view of adverse 
recommendations from military 
authorities concerned, as well as 
other factors involved, it was found 
that theer was military objection to 
the transfer of land requested, and 
such requests were denied.

Attorney-General Says There 
Is No Evidence of Un- 
fair Competition. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASEINGTON, July 24.—Attor- 
ney-General Mitchell has ruled 
that under existing laws President 
Hoover has no authority to place 
an embargo on oil merely because 
of domestic overproduction. 


The ruling was a result of the

Contractors’ Prices Not Higher, 
but City’s Estimates Are 4 
Lower, He Says. 


Prices the city is paying for as< 
phalt paving are not excessive, 
President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service said today, in com- 
menting on the rejection of bids 
for resurfacing of Washington 


boulevard from Jefferson avenue 
to a point near Grand boulevard. 

Although bids this year have 
been above the estimates of city 
engineers, as contrasted to offers 
below the engineers’ figures last 
year, Kinsey said the difference 
arises from the fact that the city 
has lowered its estimates. The 
Board of Public Service has a rule 
that bids, to be accepted, must not 
be more than 5 per cent above the 
engineers’ estimates. 

Last year, for the period of a 
brief contractors’ price war, bids 
went 10 and 15 per cent below es- 
timates. On the Washington boule- 
vard project, the lowest of four 
bids was $71014 as compared to 
$67,300 the engineers had figured, 
or a difference of about 5.6 per 
cent. All bids were automatically 
rejected. 

The Board of Public Service then 
went further and cut $3000 fron: 
its estimate that it had allowed for 
hauling the wood blocks of the 
present pavement away, arguinz 
that the blocks could be disposed of 
as firewood to people living in the 
neighborhood. It will ask for new 
bids on a figure of $64,300. 

“The. city has full control over 
what it pays for paving,” Kinsev 
said, “and if the Board of Public 
Service feels the price offered is 
unfair, it will reject all bids. The 
city, in the last resort, might do its 
own paving.” 

Commenting on the bids on the 
Washington boulevard paving, he 
added, “I wouldn't be surprised if 
the bids submitted Tuesday for the 
Washington boulevard paving were 
not for the purpose of testing out 
the Board of Public Service to de- 
termine if it is going to stick to its 
policy of not accepting a bid more 
than 5 per cent above its estimates. 
It looks as if the contractors were 
pretty much together on their 
bids.” 

He said the use of a rotary meth- 
od of mixing the asphalt, in order 
to insure a more even temperature, 
a method specified by the board for 
all work this year, had not in- 
creased the price of paving.

It Was Carried by G. W. Sim- 
mons—wMissouri Total $61,- 
700,000 Last Year. 


An insurance payment of $805,- 
000 on the life of George W. Sim- 
mons ‘s cited in today’s issue of 
The National Underwriter, weekly 
insurance newspaper, asthe largest 
individual death claim paid in Mis- 
sourl in 1930, and the eighth in 
size in the United States‘for that 
year. 


Mr. Simmons, who was president 
of the Huttig Sash & Door Co. and 
former vice president of the Sim- 
mons Hardware Co., died of heart 
disease during a recess in a polo 
game at St. Louis Country Club 
May 21, 1930. The inventory of 
his estate, which apparently did 
not include insurance, showed a 
value of $300,000. The estate was 
left in trust for his wife, to be 
divided later among their son and 
three daughters. 

Other large St. Louis death 
claims listed as paid in 1930 were: 
George H. Fox, manufacturer, 
$108,000; Samuel C. Abeles, in- 
vestment banker, $102,000; C. H. 
Blustein, fashion shop proprietor, 
$99,226; J. William Frank, neck- 
wear, $86,500; Sam Baskowiltz,. 
bottles, $75,000; Sidney M. Cook, 
ingurance, $75,000; Dr. Edmund A. 
Babler, $70,000; Ralph C. Hinds, 
plumbing contractor, $67,000; Ar- 
thur J. Fitzsimmons, real estate, 
$65,000; and George Kriegshauser, 
undertaker, $52,000. The second 
largest payment in Missouri in 
1930, was $605,000 on the life of a 
person whose name is not given; 
the third was $290,000 on the life 
of Arthur J. Elliott of Kansas City. 

The largest death claim paid in 
the United States in 1930, it is 
stated, was $4,690,000 on John T. 
Dorrance of Camden, N. J., found- 
er and president of the Campbell 
Soup Co. The second largest was 
$1,590,000 on J. Frank Nutting of 
New York, vice president of F. W. 
Woolworth & Co. The list of large 
payments includes $275,000 on the 
life of Lon Chaney, character ac- 
tor of the movies. 

The total of payments by insur- 
ance companies to policyholders 
and beneficiaries in the United 
States and Canada, for 1930, is giv- 
en as $2,642,259,949, an increase of 
20 per cent over the corresponding 
amount for 1929. This was an ab- 
normal increase, the increase of 
6.75 per cent, shown from 1928 to 
1929, having been about normal. 
The total includes death’ claims, 
matured endowments, annuities, 
disability claims, dividends to poi- 
icyholders, and payments for 
lapsed, surrendered and purchased 
policies. 

Payments to Missouri policy 
holders and beneficiaries in 1930 
amounted to $61,700,000, which 
was a decrease of 1.6 per cent from 
the 1929 amount. Missouri, which 
is the tenth state in population by 
the 1930 census, ranked ninth in 
life insurance payments. St. Louis 
Payments were $22,078,100, as 
compared with $20,170,000 in 1929. 
The 1930 figures for other Missouri 
cities were: St. Joseph, $1,710,000; 
Springfield, $554,200; Joplin, $285,- 
000; Sedalia, $240,000; University 
City, $213,900; Webster Groves, 
$193,000, and Jefferson City $186,- 
000. 

The per capita life insurance 
payment for Missouri was $17.05. 
For the United States and Canada, 
the per capita payment was $20. 
Ot the amount paid in death 
claims, 82 per cent went to the 
beneficiaries of policy holders, in-

Washington Span Costs $14,- 
500,000 — Has World’s 
Largest Draw. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 24.—The 
costliest and heaviest draw bridge 
in the world has been virtually 
completed over the Potomac River 


by the United States Government 
and will be opened formally next 
year as part of the George Wash- 
ington bicentennial celebration. 

Nearly $14,500,000 has been ex- 
pended on the white stone span 
stretching from Lincoln memorial 
in Washington to the old home of 
Gen. Robert E. Lee in Arlington 
National Cemetery in Virginia. 
When sidewalks have been laid on 
the bridge and elaborate approach- 
es completed, it will mark the 
fruition of a three-year-old plan. 

The bridge itself cost $7,500,- 
000, including $950,000 for the 
huge draw in the center. 

When a captain of any vessel 
thinks he cannot clear the bridge, 
the brid engineer is signaled and 
more than 10,000 tons of steel and 
concrete are reared into the air. 

So carefully has the draw been 
designed and balanced that the 
raising of the enormous weight re- 
quires only a minute and the _ ex- 
pense is only $2 for electricity. 
However, maintenance of the draw 
and salaries will make the total an- 
nual operating cost about $20,000. 


MOVIE CHARACTER ACTOR OUT 
OF WORK FOUND DEAD IN ROOM 


Richard L, Lee, Who Had Been in 
Pictures 20 Years, Apparently 
Took Poison,

McGill Brothers of Stuttgart, Ark., 

Face P. S. Charge; Concern

STUTTGART, Ark., July 24.— 
A. U. McGill and his brother, H. 
T. McGill, proprietors of the Mc- 
Gill Bros. rice mill, were arrested 
here yesterday by W. E. Freeman, 
Deputy United States Marshal, on 
a charge of forging a bill of lading 
on a carload of rice. The arrest 
followed an investigation by Fed- 
eral operatives begun last May 
when the mill was thrown into 
bankruptcy after the disappear- 
ance of A. U. (Slim) McGill, who 
handled its business affairs.

York as a presidential choice. 

“From all that I have read about 
Gov. Roosevelt. and from all that I 
have learned about his views,” the 
Mayor said, “my judgment is that 
he is wet enough to be acceptable 
to our wet party in the West.” 

Cermak made his statement con- 
cerning Roosevelt after a private 
talk with former Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith, titular head of the National 
Democratic party. 

“Nothing Smith said to me would 
indicate that he was or would be a 
candidate, and, in my opinion, he 
does not expect to,’’ Cermak said. 
Smith, he added, was very friendly 
toward Roosevelt. He said Illinois 
favored a wet, and “a candidate 
mInust be honestly wet to stand the 
test with us in the Illinois democ- 
racy.”’ 

Cermak had luncheon with 
Roosevelt and with Mayor Frank 
Hague of Jersey City, regarded as 
one of the most powerful Demo- 
cratic leaders of the East. 

Cermak in a radio address last 
night defended Chicago as an une 
justly maligned city. He said Chi- 
cago would make a bid for both 
political conventions in 1932,

Judge Jewell of Delaware, who 
presided at Thomas’ long trial for 
blackmail, rendered a verdict of not 
guilty. Judge Jewell joined with 
Judges Pearson of Cleveland, and 
Alfred Mack of Cincinnati, in deny- 
ing a petition signed by 4000 citi- 
zens, asking that Thomas be ousted 
from office. 

Today’s action marked the close 
of the first phase of an involved 
legal contest in which charges and 
counter-charges of corrupt prac- 
tices were made among Thomas’ 
Judges David G. Jenkins and J. H. 
C. Lyon, former Traction Commis- 
sioner Harry Engle, Attorney A. M. 
Henderson, and several other men, 
all of Youngstown. The charge on 
which Thomas was tried, accused 
him of attempting to blackmail 
Engle. It was an outgrowth of the 
prosecutor’s claim that Engle tried 
to use the prosecutor’s office to 
blackmail the Pennsylvania-Ohio 
Power & Light Co. Jenkins and 
Lyon were brought into the fight 
when Thomas accused them of 
accepting favors from the utility 
company, after they tried to pre- 
vent him from personally conduct- 
ing an investigation of Engle’s re- 
lations with the company. 


BANK ABOUT TO SUSPEND, 
CASHIER SHOOTS HIMSELF 


Directors of Barlow, Ky., Deposi- 
tory Had Voted to Close It 
Today.

BARLOW, Ky., July 24.—Will H. 
Terrell, 53 years old, cashier of 
the Bank of Barlow, was found 
shot in his office today following 
last night’s decision of the board 
of directors not to open the bank 
today. Three bullets had pierced 
his chest, one near the heart, and 
his pistol, which he had bought 
some time ago and kept in his 
desk during an outbreak of bank 
holdups, had been used. He was 
not expected to recover. 

Terrell had gone to the bank 
about 5:30 a. m. His wife told of- 
ficers that he said he had to get 
some insurance papers. He had at- 
tended the meeting of the directors, 
The directors’ explanation was that 
the bank had been closed to pro- 
tect depositors. 

Friends said Terrell had been dee 
pressed about business conditions 
for some time. He had been cagh- 
ler of the bank for nearly 20 years. 
The bank’s statement of June 30 
showed deposits of $90,009.

Says Proposed Charge in Illinois 
For Natural Gas Is Too High 


Accountant Advises People’s Protective Alli- 
ance That It Should Be 20% Cheaper 
Than Artificial Fuel. 


By the Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., July 24.— 


Possible reductions of from 20 to 
35 per cent in the cost of gas for 
domestic use, as a result of the in- 
troduction of natural gas in this 


State, were being discussed here 
yesterday by experts employed by 
the People’s Natural Gas Protec- 
tive Alliance. 

The alliance is composed of a 
group of Illinois cities for the pur- 
pose of obtaining all possible bene- 
fits for the public in connection 
with the substitution of natural gas 
for artificial gas. Approximately 
$25,000 already has been voted by 
the cities to carry on the work. 

Officers of the Panhandle Illinois 
Co. told the Commerce Commission 
this week that the cost of natural 
gas to the distributing companies 
through the State would be approz- 
imately 35 1-3 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet. 

Engineers of distributing compa- 
nies announced that, at the rate 


quoted by the Panhandle Co., no 


reductions in the cost to the small 
consumer would be possible. Rates 
for manufactured gas range from 
95 cents to $1.50 in various com- 
munities. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Protective Alliance was informed 
yesterday, however, that the cost 
to utilities in the various Illinois 
cities should not be higher than 
30 cents per 1000 cubic feet, and 
that the cities should insist on a 
proportionate reduction in retail 
cost. 

Estimates given the Alliance were 
Prepared by Clinton H. Montgorr- 
ery, public .accountant, of Kansas 
City. He said that the 30-cent 
maximum was Dased on all avail- 
able figures and should afford a 
good profit to the pipe line owners. 
Montgomery told the city officials 
that natural gas is piped into Kan- 
sas and Western and Nortern Mis- 
souri at a cost of from 12 to 13 
eents, but that the difference in 
cost to Illinois comes as a result 
of laying néw lines and building 
new distribution plants.

Professor Explains Wife Is Living 
in Poverty in Moscow. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 24.— 
Prof. Dmitri P. Krynine of Yale 
University said today he had made 
an appeal to George Bernard Shaw 
and Lady Astor in the hope Rus- 
sian officials might be influenced 


,to permit his wife to join him and 


his son in the United States. ; 

Expressing the opinion his wife 
was being held virtually as a hos- 
tage in Russia so he might be 
forced to return to that country, 
Krynine said he had made numer- 
ous futile appeals to Russian offi- 
cials to permit his wife to join him. 
Before coming to this country in 
August, 1929, he was professor of 
highway transportation at the 
Technical University of Moscow. He 
said Russian officials considered 
him a valuable man and were 
anxious that he return to Rusisa. 

Mrs. Krynine, her husband said, 
is living in poverty in Moscow. 
With another family she occupies 
a sifigle room where she is forced 
to cook over a kerosene burner 
placed on a window sill. 

Krynine, who has arranged with 
the State Department to permit his 
wife to enter the country as a per- 
manent resident, disclosed that two 
years ago royalties on a book which 
he wrote ceased coming from Rus- 
sia.

DOWNWARD TREND 
GUNTINUES, SAYS 
RESERVE BOARD 


Further Industrial Slump 
in June Most Marked in 
Iron and Steel Trade, Re- 
port Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 24.—Con- 


tinuation of the downward trend 
in industrial production, factory 
employment and payrolls was re- 


ported yesterday in the Federal 
Reserve Board’s June review of 
business conditions. 

The board said the further slump 
in activity was “‘most marked” in 
the iron and steel industry. Activi- 
ty in the woolen industry main- 
tained an unusually high level. 

A considerable growth in foreign 
deposits with reserve banks was 
reported, accompanied by a large 
influx of gold that aggregated $77,- 
000,000 in the month ended July 
18. Reserve bank.«credit outstand- 
ing was not decreased, however, 
and the board said the gold inflow 
provided member banks with funds 
to meet added demands for curren- 
cy and increase their reserve bank 
balances. 

Industrial output dropped to 8&6 
per cent in June from 89 per cent 
in May, but the second quarter of 
the year as a whole showed that 
production averaged 4 per cent 
above the low level of the last 
three months of 1930. 

Woolen Activity Sustained. 

“The reduction of activity in 
June was most marked and the 
steel industry, with steel plants op- 
erating at 38 per cent of capacity,”’ 
the board said. “Automobile out- 
put declined further, and there was 
some recession in production of 
lumber, meat products and flour. 
Petroleum output, however, was 
not reduced. 

“Activity of textile mills and 
some factories continued in rela- 
tively large volume; in the woolen 
industry, activity was sustained at 
the unusually high level of May 
and the decline in consumption of 
cotton was not in excess of the 
usual seasonal amount. During the 
first half of July there were fur- 
ther reductions, partly seasonal in 
nature, in the output of steel, auto- 
mobiles and lumber. 

“Factory employment was fur- 


and payrolls declined by 6 per cent 
| between the middle of May and the 
middle of June. The largest de- 
|creases were in the steel, machin- 
lery and woman's clothing indus- 
tries, while reductions at automo- 
bile plants and cotton mills were 
partly seasonal in character and 
‘employment at woolen and hosiery 
‘mills increased.” 
Building Slump Continued. 

Building contracts, the board 
said,

After June 21, there 
were rapid advances in prices of 
raw materials in important world 
markets, especially of cotton, hides, 
sugar, silk, copper, silver and rub- 
ber. 

Subsequently, it continued, most 
of these prices receded, although 
in mid-July they were in general 
above their lowest levels.

SANTIAGO, Chile, July 24.— 
Soldiers opened fire with rifled 
and machine guns this evening 0@ 
the University of Chile where anti- 
Government students barricaded 
themselves last night in defiance 
of an order to evacuate the build- 
ing. 

Altogether about 1000 shots were 
fired, some of them by students 
who had revolvers. 

One student was reported wound-

buildings, but this could not be 
confirmed. 

About 1000 military police were 
massed about the Moneda Palace, 
some of them taking positions on 
the roof, to guard against an at- 
tack there. 

Meanwhile from 300 to 500 pere 
sons nursed injuries suffered in the 
turbulent night in the course of 
which a fire-arms store was loot- 
ed, several street cars were 
wrecked and the principal streets 
were the scenes of almost contin- 
uous clashes between demonstrators 
and police. Mounted men, armed 
with lances, were used to quell the 
demonstration. 

A few hours after he had become 
Premier of Chile yesterday, Carlos 
Froedden took over the task-of ree 
storing order. He served notice 
on the barricaded students that un- 
less they vacated their stronghold 
they would be fired on. At that 
time about 2000 students and their 
sympathizers were estimated to be 
in the building. 

The students refused to budge, 
and word got about that they had 
decided to set fire to the building 
and, if need be, die in it rather 
than surrender. This decision, it 
was said, was communicated by 
telephone to President Carlos Iba- 
nez, against whom the demonstra- 
tion was directed. 

When the ultimatum expired at 
10 p. m., the troops did not fire. 

Soon after the ultimatum was 
made public, the Physicians’ Asso- 
ciation resolved to call a city-wide 
strike and treat no one except 
wounded students in case guns 
were used by the authorities. 

The principal military leaders of 
Chile today renewed their pledges 
of loyalty to President Ibanez and 
he is conceded to have the unwav- 
ering support of the Carabineros, 
the strongest armed organization 
in the country. 

Ibanez issued a manifesto in 
which he declared the majority of 
the people were backing the Pres- 
ident but some groups were at- 
tempting to take advantage of the 
economic situation to start trou- 
ble.

| THE NEXT STEP. : 

Now that the London conference has arranged to 
save German credit and prevent her economic and 
financial system from collapsing, what next? 

The credit which is to be advanced is intended to 
sustain German finances and restore confidence in 
her ability to pay. It will give Germany working 
capital. The moratorium on the reparations will give 
her and other nations a breathing spell, time to re- 
cuperate and get business on its feet. These plans, 
when carried out, will supply only working capita! 
and e. 

Working capital and time, however, do not assure 
success to any business. The old debts and the new 
debts will also be payable some time. Reparations 
and war debts will be taken up again for collection. 
There will be even more to pay, and many observers 
believe that to restore the international equilibrium 
at last, the war debts must be forgiven. Meanwhile, 
something more than the London conference has 
done is needed to put Germany on her feet. She 
must have opportunity to trade. She must have op- 
portunity to use her working capital and time to 
advantage, to restore her industry and commerce, 
and supply the money ndt only to keep them going 
but to pay her debts. 

There is a barrier in this pathway to prosperity. 
It is the closing of markets by high protective 
tariffs. Germany is surrounded by a wall of tariffs 
in Europe, and there is another wall of tariffs in 
America. If she cannot find markets for her prod- 
ucts, the rehabilitation of her industry and commerce 
and of her credit will be of little use. She cannot 
resume work profitably. To lend money to a collaps- 
ing concern, to give it time to pay its debts, and then 
to close the markets so that it cannot sell its goods, 
is a mockery. 

After the nations in conference have staved off 
Germany’s financial collapse and restored her credit,

A large 
part of the $2,040,000 payment, due in July, but tied 
up until at least Aug. 1, would have come to this 
country. This latest blow to holders of bonds once

Her most recent ill 
luck was failure of the world nitrate conference in 
Lucerne, between producers of artificial nitrogen 
and the Chilean industry, which holds the world’s 
total supply of the natural product. Nitrate ex- 
port taxes, which once contributed 75 per cent of the 
Government’s revenues, have fallen to an estimated 
6 per cent for 1931, and the conference fiasco makes 
further reduction likely. Our tariff has been a se 
vere blow to Chile’s trade, and the world depression 
has been another factor in reducing her exports by

N keeping with its new status as an inde- 

pendent member of the British common- 

wealth of nations, Canada now has its 
own Ministers in several of the world’s cap- 
itals. The most important post perhaps is 
that in Washington Now that Canada has 
her own Minister in Washington, Maj. Wil- 
liam Duncan Herridge, the Dommion can 
set forth its point of view before the Amer- 
ican Government and people far better and 
more effectively than ever before. 

Canada is our closest neighbor, and has 
been our best customer. In 1929, the Unit- 
ed States sold Canada $1,000,000,000 worth 
of products: and we bought tn turn $5090.- 
000,000 worth of what Canada had to sell. 
For over 100 years Canada and the United 
States have set an example to the world of 
how two peoples could live together side 
by side. with 3000 miles of undefended bor- 
der separating them. 

Yet points of friction have developed 
from time to time, and there are several 
sore points today. The Hawley-Smoot 
tariff act of 1930 is perhaps outstanding 
among these. In revising the tariff, Con- 
gress boosted materially the duties on agri- 
cultural products to meet the demand of 
Amierican farmers for greater protection. 
The higher agricultural duties dealt a body 
blow to the farmers in Western Canada, 
who found an almost prohibitive barrier 
placed around one of their principal mar- 
kets. A wave of criticism swept the coun- 
try. This was one of the factors which 
put Bennett in power. 

Parliament promptly increased the duties 
on several hundred articles into Canada. 
American imports were not singled out by 
name, but the increase applied to many ar- 
ticles that came principally from the Unit- 
ed States. The lawmakers were making 
their answer to the Smoot-Hawley bill. 
Back of the revision lies a determination to 
look elsewhere than to America to satisfy 
their needs. The decline in our sales to Can- 
ada of several hundred million dollars 
would seem to indicate that this determina- 
tion had already borne practical fruiz. 


The tariff is not the only sore point. One 
has been the activity of prohibition and cus- 
toms agents on the border. Until recently 
Canada permitted clearances to liquor ship- 
ments beyond the Dominion, and many of 
these found their way to American dealers 
in contraband liquer Agenty of the Unit- 
ed States had many a run-in along the bor- 
ders, and there was a good deal of official 
correspondence on the subject. Not long 
ago, @8S a matter of international comity, 
the Canadian Government decided voluntar- 
ily to put an end to clearances for liquor 
shipments to the United States, even though 
it gave up revenue of many millions of dol- 
lars a year, a considerable item. 

Though the Canadian Government con- 
ceded the right of our Coast Guard to 
search suspected rum runners up to the 
i2-mile line eff our coasts, instead of the 
old three-mile line, it has not admitted 
the right of the Coast Guard to sink Cana- 
dian vessels, and shoot Canadian members 
of their crews. There has been a good deal 
ef criticism in the Dominion over the ten- 
dency of certain Treasury officials to pass 
judgment on the rights and wrongs of such

clashes, wholly disregarding the fact that 
since the Treasury is one of the parties 
concerned, it is not really in a position to 
pass judgment. Both Governments have 
agreed to compose differences arising out 
of such cases as the sinking of the I'm 
Alone through an international board—a 
happy augury for the future. 

Radio has been another sore point. Can- 
ada takes the Federal Radio Commission 
to task for assuming that it can assign to 
the Canadian people certain broadcasting 
wave lengths, and that in effect it can regu- 
late the air for the whole Western Hemi- 
sphere. The commission assigned certain 
wave lengths to Canadian stations, in ac- 
cordance with the relative population of 
the Dominion as compared with that of the 
United States. The Canadian objection does 
not lie so much in any unfairness in its quo- 
ta as in the tone and spirit in which the Ra- 
dio Commission has proceeded to tel] Cana- 
da, a sovereign nation, what it could have 
and what it could not have. It lies with- 
in the power of the Dominion to refuse 
to accept the quota assigned it. and 
distribute wave lengths to Canadian stations 
as it sees fit. If this were done, chaos 
would prevaik in the air throughout the 
United States, certainly in the northern part. 

Fortunately, there is no reason to be- 
lieve Canada will proceed to such extreme 
measures. It is quite likely the Bennett 
Government will take up the question 
through diplomatic channels, hoping in this 
way to right what it believes are present 
inequities in the allocation of facilities. 


The St. Lawrence waterway remains on 
the calendar of unfinished business. Poli- 
tics on both sides of the line have entered 
into this question in the past, and may do 
So again. According to its spokesmen, the 
United States has no thought of challenging 
Canada’s sovereignty over the long stretches 
of the river whica run through Canadian 
territory, and we have no thought of de- 
manding for the United States even a small 
part of the power that might be developed 
from the Canadian sections of the river. 

The completion of this waterway is as 
important to the farmers of our West as it 
is to those of the Canadian West. yet it will 
not be easy to strike a nice balance among 
the various interests involved—economic. 
technical and political. The United States 
has suggested that a commission be ap- 
pointed with authority to negotiate a treaty. 
So far Ottawa has not reached a decision 
whether it wi] accept the American sug- 
gestion. Through Minister Herridge, it is 
expected to resume its negotiations. 

Only through a determination on the part 
of each people to understand the point of 
view’ of the other can Canada and the 
United States keep down te a minimum 
points of friction in their future relations. 
This requires diplomatic skill of the high- 
est order at the top, as well as a spirit of 
tolerance and fair play among the plain 
people on both sides of the line. Canada and 
the United States can render the world « 
great service by showing it that two inde- 
pendent nations can dwéll side by side as 
neighbors, and that, if disputes arise, they 
can best be settled by judicial methods.

obeyed,”” Grandsire once related.

PARIS. 

OST of us, in recalling Paris 
M after our departure. do not re- 

call the Arc, Efffel Tower, the 
Tuileries and other wonders as 
sharply as we do the fantastic 
splotchings of high comedy and 
Stark tragedy that are expressed in 
street types. Nowhere are they so 
vivid. Nowhere so varied 

On every boulevard corner is the 
smiling lady of the news kiosks, 
circular little dens plastered with 
gaudy ads. Usually middle-aged, 
these women make their stands a 
friendly oasis for the stranger. Buy 
from one two mornings in succes- 
sion and she suggests you pay at 
the end of the week or month. 

She has an uncanny way of 
spotting you a block away in the 
weaving throng and as you are ap- 
proaching waves your paper. as 
though all day long she had been 
waiting onl; for this sale. And 
even more pleasant are those ber- 
ry-eyed young adventuresses known 
as the midinettes. 

They are of the shops and 
workrooms, needle and errand 
girls, etc., and get their name from 
blossoming on the boulevards at 
midday, when they surge out for 
frugal lunches. They drift happily 
about in groups of six or a dozen 
from noon until 2, invariably chat- 
tering, laughing and skylarking. 

Not one earns more than 400 
francs ($16) a month, yet they 


but always stylishly cut frocks with 
an astonishing dash. They are ar- 
tists in facial make up, too, and 
carry themselves as gracefully and 
aristocratically as the girls from 
the fashionable boarding schools.

Most of us do not relish 
the idea of spending a great deal 
of time in the preparation of 
cooked meals, nor should it be 
necessary. There are a great many 
dishes that can be cooked in a 
short time, and that can bé used 
Planning wholesome, nutritious, 
delicious and savory meals. These 
are the need of the summer sea- 
son. When foods that require long 
cooking must be used—and there 
are times when -this is necessary— 
there are a number of household 
improvements that will make this 
easier. Regulated and insulated 
ovens do away with the necessity 
for watching, and also tend to 
keep the kitchen cool by keeping 
the heat in: the oven where it be- 
longs. With an-up-to-date electric 
or gas range, equipped with a time 
and temperature control, you can 
put your dinner in the oven, set the 
heat control and the time clock, 
then go out and forget it until din- 
ner time. 

‘The -week’s menus take savory 
combinations into consideration, 
and have been planned with warm- 
er weather in rhind. As is always 


‘the case, there will be no doubt 


times when you will wish to make 
changes in the suggested menu, for 
people’s tastes are seldom all the 
same. 
Mushroom Omelet. 
Sunday’s meals make use of a 
mushroom omelet for breakfast, 
and omits a cereal. If you are ad- 
dicted to a very late Sunday break- 
fast you may wish to leave out the 
omelet and serve only fruit, toast, 
marmalade and coffee. Or you may 
prefer to have only two meals—a 
hearty combination breakfast and 
lunch, and a late dinner. In this 
case the menu as given for: break- 
fast will be appropriate. 
Roast Beef, 


Roast beef is always an accept- | 


able meat, and when preceded by 
a chilled tomato bouillon in pale 
green glass cups, for example, and 
served with potato balls rolled in 
minced parsley, and well seasoned 
creamed fresh lima beans, the ap- 
pearance of the meal is cool and 
dainty enough to make one almost 
forget the fact that it is a hot one. 


Fresh peach ice cream, either 
homemade or bought, and little 
sponge cakes provide a fitting fin- 
ish. A rib roast of beef is most 
popular, the first two cuts, com- 
prising the first four ribs, are the 


most tender—also the most expen- 
sive. The next cut is larger and 
will cost perhaps a few cents less 
per pound. The size of your fam-'|

Minced Beef. 

Minced beef on toast is a good | 
way to use up leftover meat that | 
is too raggy to slicé further. Re- | 
move the meat from the bones and | 
run through the meat chopper, 
using a medium knife. Mix with | 
any leftover gravy, salt and pepper 
to season, a little grated onion, | 
two tablespoons chili sauce Cit | 
there is two cups or more of meat) | 
and enough milk to moisten. Heat | 
slowly until very hot, spread in | 
thick layers on slices of toast and 
garnish with slices of lemon dipped 
in minced parsley. 

Salads and Greens. 

Salads with tart dressings and | 
crisp greens are best relished. | 
Save whipped cream garnishes and | 
salad dressings for winter salads. 
Fresh fruits, such as ripe pears, 
apricots, grapes, cherries, rasp- 
berries, pineapple ete., making 
cooling salads either alone or in 
combination. With nut bread or 
muffins or cheese biscuits and a 
beverage they make a satisfying 
lunch. The nuts and the cheese 
supply protein that the fruit lacks. 
Pears with a roquefort cheese 
dressing made tart with lemon 
juice is a favorite with men. Mash 
two of the little sections of cheese 
and add gradually one-half cup 
French dressing and an extra 
tablespoon of lemon juice. Beat 
until creamy and spread over 
peeled halves of chilled pears ar- 
ranged on crisp lettuce. 

Hot Breads. 

We have suggested a number 
of hot breads for meals, mostly 
for lunches. If you do not want 
to take the trouble to make these, 
try your neighborhood bakeshop 
and reheat bakers’ biscuits, 
muffins, ete.. in a warm oven. 
Plain biscuits may be split and 
spread with a little butter then 
with grated cheese and heated un- 
til the cheese melts to make good 
“cheese biscuits.” 


Reheatipg Rice. 

Reheat rice for serving by 
steaming it in a colander or sieve 
over boiling water, steaming only 
long enough to heat through, Rice 
for two days’ serving can be boiled 
at one time and reheated easily 
when needed. Left-over rice com- 
bined with other food materials

Corn Meal Muffins. 

A good recipe for corn-meal muf- 
fins is always welcome, and here is 
one worth including in the family 
cook book. Take two cups of corn 
meal, one-half teaspoon of soda. 
two teaspoons of baking powder, 
two teaspoons of salt, two cups 
of sour milk, two eggs and two ta- 
blespeons of melted fat. Sift the 
dry ingredients and add the milk. 
Add the well-beaten eggs and the 
fat. Pour into very hot buttered 
muffin pans and bake from 25 to 


30 minutes in a hot oven. 


Apricot Marmalade. 
Cut two dozen ripe apricots in 
half and remove pits. Put the fruit 


in a saucepan with half a dozen 
pits and one cup water. Stew gen- 
tly until the fruit is tender, or for 
about 20 minutes. Rub through a 
coarse strainer, saving all the juice 
as well as the pulp. Measure the 
mixture and add the juice of a 
lemon to two cups pulp, also two 
cups sugar. Heat slowly until the 
sugar is dissolved, then boil for 20 
minutes, stirring frequently. At 
the end of that time the marmalade 
should be as thick as very heavy 
cream. If not, cook a little longer. 
Remove from the fire, cool slightly 
and pour into sterilized jelly glasses 
that can be sealed with melted par- 
affine when cold. Makes four or 
five glasses.

Fresh Plum Cake Makes a Fine 
Dessert Served With Ice 
Cream Sauce. 


This week the housewife is given 
an opportunity of splurging with 
two particularly palatable recipes. 
Veal, creole style, is fit for epi- 
curean tastes, or satisfying enough 
for hungry campers. Fresh plum 


cake is fine for those occasions 
when a home cook feels an urge 
to express her culinary ability for 
concocting desserts. 

Veal, Creole Style. 

For four servings, cut one and 
one-half pounds of lean veal in 
good-sized pieces for serving, and 
sprinkle with salt, pepper and 
flour. Melt three or four table- 
spoons of fat in a heavy, deep fry- 
ing pan and add two onions sliced 
thin and a green pepper, freed of 
its seeds and cut in strips. Cook 
these for a few minutes, but do not 
let them brown. Add the meat and 
brown quickly, stirring several 
times to brown the meat evenly. 
When brown, reduce the heat to a 
very low flame, pour one-half cup 
water and two cups canned toma- 
toes over the meat, cover the pan 
and cook slowly for about an hour, 
or until the meat is very tender 
and the gravy rich and savory. 
Thicken with two tablespoons flour 
mixed with cold water and season 
with salt and pepper to taste. Have 
ready three cups of flaky boiled 
rice and arrange it in mounds on a 
hot platter. Pour the meat and 
gravy around the rice and serve. 

How to Boil Rice. 

To boil rice properly, wash the 
rice in plenty of qold water—one | 
cup uncooked will make three cups | 
when cooked. Drop the washed | 
rice into about two quarts of boil- | 
ing water seasoned with two tea- | 
spoons salt, boil rapidly for 20 min- | 
utes, stirring as necessary with a 
fork. If the water boils down, add | 
more boiling water, as it is neces- | 
sary to keep plenty of liquid in the | 
pan to prevent the rice becoming 
sticky. When done, drain through 
a strainer and rinse with cold wa- 
_ter. If the rice has to stand before 
Serving, leave it in the strainer and 
| place this over a pan of hot water 
|so that the steam will keep the 
| rice hot. Cover with a folded nap- 
| kin. 
| Pium Cake. 

Cut a dozen ripe purple plums in 
half, remove pits. Butter a baking 
dish and place the plums, skin side 
down, in the bottom of the dish. 

Mix together one-quarter cup 
_butter or shortening and three- 
quarter cup sugar until the mixture 
is a soft cream. Add one egg and 
| beat hard for a minute. Stir in 
three-quarter cup milk, then add 
one and .three-quarter cups sifted 
| cake flouir mixed with two and one- 
| half teaspoons baking powder and ' 
(a few grains of salt. Beat to mix 
-and pour over the plums to the 
depth of an inch. Bake in a hot 
oven—400 degrees—for 30 minutes. 
| Remove from the oven, cool slight- 
_ ly, cut in squares and serve warm. 
Hard sauce or ice cream sauce 
.should be served with it, as the 
| plums are rather tart and require 

| @ sweet sauce. 
Ice Cream Sauce. 

Soften one-half cup butter with

| Then stir in one teaspoon vanilla |

ing, use a scant half cup cream and | 

whip it. Mix the sauce lightly but | 
‘thoroughly and serve cold. 
Hard Sauce. 

Soften one-half cup butter with | 
a fork and work in gradually one | 

and one-half cups powdered sugar, | 
/One teaspoon vanilla extract and | 
one tablespoon milk or any fruit | 
| juice, according to the flavor of. 
' the dessert. Chill hard sauce be- | 
fore serving. t should be beaten | 
| in mixing until very light, and may | 
be shaped in a block and cut in 
squares for serving, or piled in a 
dish and served with a spoon.

Fried Chicken and Green Corn 
Make Regular Feasts of 
Summer Meals. 


Young chickens are the only kind 


two and one-half pounds each. 
Split each one, or have the butcher 
do it, clean, and cut in pieces for 
serving. Wash in cold water, drain 
thoroughly and sprinkle each piece 
with flour, salt and pepper. 


Heat a heavy frying pan and put 
shortening in it to make a scant 
half inch of fat. Butter may be 
used, but as it scorches so readily, 


one of the cooking fats is recom- 


mended instead. Brown the chick- 
en, a few pieces at a time, in the 
fat, then put them all back in the 
pan, having poured off most of the 
fat, cover and cook for 20 minutes 
or until tender. A two-pound 
chicken will serve three, at a 
pinch, but it must be remembered 
that the proportion of bones from 
meat is greater in young animals 
than in larger ones. The bones 
from the fried chicken may be used 
to make chicken stock to serve as 
chicken bouillon. 

Now that there are so many 
kinds of fruit available, plan to use 
them frequently. Blueberries are 
beginning to be good in many sec- 
tions, and there are few things bet- 
ter than hot, crisp crusted blue- 
berry muffins or biscyjts, to say 
nothing about blueberry pie and 
dumplings. 

In planning this week’s meals it 


is well to keep in mind the food |! 


requirements of warmer weather— 
that is, less of the heat producing 
foods, and more fruit, vegetables, 
milk. At the same time enough of 
the energy foods—meat, fish, eggs, 
sweets, cereals—must be provided 
to keep the body in good working 
order and to supply its energy 
needs, It is not a difficult task, 
except where the income is very 
definitely limited and real low cost 
meals must be provided. 

In setting up the plan for warm 
weather meals, it is suggested that 
vegetable dishes be generally pro- 
vided—salads, an occasional hot 
dish, such as a cheese souffle, es- 
calloped vegetables or toasted 
sandwiches. Often thes» can be 
made from fcods left over from the 
day before. Indeed, in many cases 
it helps to definitely plan next 
day’s lunch the day before. Cer- 
tainly it helps in the marketing. 

Vary the Seasonings. 

Plan to vary the dressings used 
on salads as well as ti.e salads 
themselves, otherwise the family 
may rebel at eating their quota of 
them, 

It is simple to keep on hand a 
Small number of seasonings such 
as celery salt, Worcestershire 


basco sauce, a bulb of garlic, a pot 
of chives, paprika and a wise use 
of them makes possible many 
salad dressings from the simple 
French, mayonnaise or boiled sal- 
ad dréssing bases. Watercree, ten- 
der green cabbage leaves, endive, 
romaine and other greens have 
their place in the food list of the 
wise menu maker, who remem- 
bers that salad greens sho...i al- 
ways be crisp, dry and cold, and 
salads well seasoned and carefully 
arranged. 


Something to Remember.

one of preparing and serving vege- 
table dishes in an attractive man- 
ner.

INTERSTATE TRUCK LINES 
GET INJUNCTION IN ILLINOIS

DANVILLE, Ill July 24.—A 
sweeping injunction, restraining 
every law enforcement officer of 
the State from interfering in any 


way with the motor trucks of 138 
companies doing an interstate 
transportation bu-iness through 
Illinois was issucd by Judge Walter 
C. Lindley in the United States Dis- 
trict Court here today. 

The injunction specifically pre- 
vents police and automobile inves- 
tigators from enforcing recently 
enacted laws, limiting the length 
of trucks and trailers, providing 
for certain safety lights and  in- 
creasing license fees. 

A petition for the restraining or- 
der was filed by the Contract Cart- 
agé Co. of Lansing, Mich., follow- 
ing the arrest of one of the com- 
pany’s drivers by a State highway 
patrolman. Seventeen other high- 
way transportation companies then 
filed intervening petitions.

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR 
DEFINES DUTY OF PRESS 


Tells Publishers That Papers 
Are Obliged to Work for 
Clean Government. 


By the Associated Press. 

SALISBURY, Mo., July 24.—It is 
the duty of the press to see that 
clean, honest and efficient men are 
nominated and elected to public 
office, Lieutenant-Governor E. H. 
Winter, publisher of the Jefferson 
City Post-Tribune, told members of 
the Northeast Missouri Press As- 
sociation in convention here today. 

“That is the first essential of 
good government and it is within 
the power of the press to see that 
it is done,” he said. 

“The question has occasionally 
been raised as to the sincerity of 
purpose of the metropolitan press, 
and thereby is questioned its pow- 
er,” he coninued. *-No newspaper, 
whether daily or the smallest week- 
ly, that is controlled by money or 
by powerful interest can wield a 
worth-while influence. I cannot 
aree that any considerable portion 
of the Missouri press is controlled 
by sinister influences. 

“In St. Louis the newspapers 
have fought consistently for the 
rights of the people as against the 
encroachment of public utilities 
and large interest upon. these 
rights. Were it not for this in- 
fluence no One could estimate the 
unjust tolls that might now be ex- 
acted from the public to fill the 
coffers of public utilities. In a 
marvelous way the St. Louis news- 
papers have been the champions of 
the common people. 

“What I have said about the pow- 
er of the press in Government I 
can say with equal’ truthfulness 
about its power in curbing the 
crime wave. Like the 
crooked public official, the crim- 
inal fears publicity far more than 
he fears courts or  pententiaries. 


|For some months Al Capone suc- 


cessfully evaded and defied public 
officials and even the courts, but 
he could not withstand the glaring 
searchlight of the press of the na- 
tion. Within a week he will be be- 
hind the bars. Like many other 
criminals, he was sent there large- 
ly through the influence of the 
press.”

The late Sir Robert Houston .. . 
whe made the fortune Lady Hous- 
ton spends, 

W planes go skimming through 

the air shortly between the 
Isle of Wight and Southampton, 
Engiand, the world at large will be 
getting one more indication that the 
richest woman in England is still 
at her favorite old pastime of writ- 
ing checks. : 
This woman is Lucy, Lady Hous- 
ton, widow of the late Sir Robert 
Houston, shipping magnate; and if 
it were not for her check-writing 
propensities the Schneider Cup 
races might not be held at all this 
year—or, at the least, England 
would not be represented. 
lady Houston inherited a vast 
fortune from Sir Robert, and she 
believes in using it. A stanch pa- 
triot—she recently expressed the 
opinion that any true Briton is the 
equal of at least three foreigners, 
of any nationality—she got very in- 
dignant when economy compelled 
the British Government to forego 
underwriting the coming Cup 
races.
